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Applicant's election of claims 20 and 27 in the reply filed on 5/10/05 and 9/12/05 
is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 20 and 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Cooper '1 10 in view of Lee '845. 

Cooper teaches a method of forming a programmable mask including control 
circuitry and semiconductor material that modulates light to form the mask. The 
difference between claim 20 and Cooper is nanoparticles as modulation material. This 
difference is not patentable as Lee teaches a nanoparticle based optical modulator. It 
would hjave been obvious to have practiced nanoparticle based modulator material as 
Cooper suggests other available shutter means known to those of skill in the art 
(column 10 lines 35-40). Because nanoparticle modulator or "shutter" means were 
known to those in the art from Lee, it would have been obvious to have practiced such 
means in a programmable mask type device as Cooper. Claim 20 is obvious structure. 
Claim 27 is obvious as Cooper teaches standard type control circuitry as for an LCD. 
Silicon on sapphire structure is standard substrate structure for high quality LCDs. 
Accordingly SOS material is obvious for control circuitry in Cooper. 
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Claims 20 and 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Cooper with Lee and further in view of Sarma '840. 

Silicon on sapphire is expensive but high mobility material. See Sarma column 2 
lines 1-8. For the advantage of high speed it would have been obvious to have practiced 
control circuitry with SOS material in a Cooper type device. Claim 27 is obvious 
structure.
